The  first  Documentary  record  the  compiler  has  found  of  the  Woolfork 
family  is  the  late  seventeenth  century,  when  Richard  V.'oolfork  end 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  apnear  in  the  Abingdon  Parish  Register  of  Gloucester 
County.  This  earliest  record  is  the  baptism  of  their  son,  Robert,  2, 
in  1668,  There  8 re  many  gaps  in  this  register,  which  accounts  for  the 
absence  of  the  births  of  a  number  of  their  children.
